Former School Committeeman William

priased Erickson for his personal concern 
for the school staff, not just the profession- 
al members, but custodians, bus drivers 
and all members of the school community 
Doherty said, ‘“Ed was a good administra- 
tor and I can't recall a school board mem- 
ber, or resident of the community who did 
not think well of him and his work.’ Doher- 
tv served almost 39 years on the Andover 
school committee 

Retired Andover High School Pincipal 
Philip Wormwood said of his former supert- 
or, “He was professional and effective 
Most of all, he kept the emphasis on people, 
both students and faculy. He never lost 
sight of the fact that education is about 
people,’ noting the exacting challenge of 
overseeing the tremendous growth in the 
Andover system. Wormwood, an Andover 
school graduate, retired from the high 
school post four years ago 

Mr. Erickson became the Andover school 
superintendent in 1953. and served in that 
position until he retired in 1969. He be-

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Controversy Surrounds Creation 
Of Computer, Television Posts 


By Susan Rand 


Superintendent Kenneth R. Seifert lobbied hard for three new school system jobs 
Tuesday night and won approval of two by the Schoo! Committee — but not without a lot of 
discussion 

It took Seifert two hours to find out he would have a computer resource teacher and a 
television services coordinator. His bid for a public communication resource teacher was 
turned down by the board 

None of the committee decisions on any of the positions were unanimous. Member Susan 
T. Poore voted against all three positions, stating instead that the development of new 
programs could be done by staff members already employed by the town’s schools. 

Salaries were not assigned to the two new posts. That will depend on the qualifications of 
those who apply, Seifert told THE TOWNSMAN 

Members Robert F. Smith and Michael R. Giammusso voted to approve all three 
positions ¥ 

The computer post received the most support from the committee with Chairman Donald 
W. Robb and Richard E. Neal joining Smith and Giammusso in approving the job. Seifert 
explained to the committee that a person was needed to provide computer consistency 
throughout the school system. For the past five years the town has been purchasing 
computers for the schools. Tpey own a variety of types of computers, said Seifert. He 
estimated that there are about 100 terminals throughout the system. Last year $150,000 was 
spent on computers in the schools 

The new computer person will be responsible for matching computer software programs 
to the schools’ needs, Seifert explained to THE TOWNSMAN after the meeting 

In response to Poore’s statement that the position did not involve any classroom teaching 
Seifert said that the teaching required of the new computer person would be system-wide 
and would involve teachers as well as students instead of regularly scheduled classroom 
assignments 

Poore charged that Seifert was merely creating another program advisor by adding the 
computer post. Six program advisors have been cut from next year’s school administration 
in a move to limit spending. (‘See reorganizations story elsewhere in this issue 

Discussion on the television coordinator was more controversial. Poore and Neal voted 
the new post down while Smith, Giammusso and Robb approved the post 

The tv coordinator will serve as a technician and will be responsible for the creation of 
educational programs to be broadcast on the town’s cable station, Channel 2. The schools 
have the use of a cable television station at Andover High School which is provided by 
Rollins CableVision, the company that has the cable contract with the town 

Poore argued that it was not proper to use taxpayer's school dollars to fund the tv 
position. She suggested using funding from another source 

Robb said Andover should take a chance with this position instead of waiting to see what 
other school systems developed for cable television programming 

Once in a while it is worth doing something on our own,”’ he said, adding that close 
monitoring of the both new positions was important in order to evaluate their effectiveness 
a year from now. ‘'I really don't understand why we sit here and say all this should bubble 
up from staff (already within the system) without someone to support it. Sometime we 
have to take some steps like this without a guaranteed return,’’ said Robt 

In voting against the proposal Neal questioned what the town would be losing by not 
having a cable coordinator. He too, suggested using outside funding sources. And, Finance 
Committee member Ruth Dunbar, present in the audience, questioned whether it was 
appropriate to fund this position sinces not all of the townspeople have cable television in 
their homes

Paul F. Bekkenhuis owner and funeral 
director of the Edgerley and Bessom Fune- 
ral Home, in Reading, will ask the Zoning 
Board of Appeals for a variance to permit 
him to construct a funeral home with living 
quarters for his family above, on land he 
hopes to buy at 326 South Main St 

Because the land Bekkenhuis wants to 
develop is located in a Single Residence B 
district he will need a variance from the 
zoning board to locate there. North Andover 
funeral director John Caron was unsuccess- 
ful in his attempt to locate a funeral home 
at 42-44 Elm St. Caron went before Town 
Meeting voters to change the zoning of the 
Elm Street property instead of requesting a 
variance from the zoning board ‘ 

Caron’s warrant article won 277 votes at 
Town Meeting with 186 voting against his 
proposal but he failed to win the two-thirds 
necessary to change zoning in town.

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Pike Teachers Present Spoof Of 


rhe scene was the Pike School auditori 
um, last Wednesday night, one night before 
the opening of the ninth grade play. It was 
hard to believe the well-acted show that 
would follow could come out of that room 
full of chaos. Young actors and actresses 
ind members of the stage crew were talk- 
ing. laughing prancing around on the stage 
ind practicing their lines and songs—all at 
the same time. One loud vell for quiet from 
director Pamela Palmer, the school drama 
teacher and one of the play's authors, 
brought silence to the hall. The lights went 
dark and the students fell into their places 

What followed was ‘‘The Last Scenario 
a spoot on a ten-year-old civil defense plan 
for the relocation of Merrimack Valley 
residents in the event of a nuclear attack 
The play was penned by Palmer, John Hop- 
kins, an English teacher at Pike, and Larry 
Robertson. the school’s music teacher 
They call themselves Horopa Inc., and al- 
though this. their second play, is written for 
adults the three weekend performances 
were a way to ‘get the kinks out’’ because 
the Pike teachers hope their play will some 
day be performed on a New York stage 

Their first work was called ‘‘Omons 
ind performed by the Brooks School Sum- 
mer Theater in 1980. And Palmer, Hopkins 
ind Robertson already have an idea for 
their third play, another spoof, this time on 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles 

In ‘The Last Scenario” a narrator called 
Mr. Relo. short for relocation, explains the 
intricacies of moving to South Berwick 
Maine. which is where local residents 
would go if a bomb was headed this way 
But although Mr. Relo, played by John 
Moossa, is well-versed on what to pack for 
the trip north he has no answers about 
whether those who relocate would survive 
the nuclear attack 

As the plat 
white tuxedo and a crash helmet. tells the 
iudience to check the backs of their hands 
for a black dot. Those with dots are to come 
on stage and act out 
of characters, already dressed for their 
parts, are the ‘‘audience’’ members who 
come forward. No doubt there were some 
worried relatives in the audience who stole 
a quick glance at their hands, thinking ther 
might be a black dot there 

The entire cast sings the first song, called 
Moment of Madness,’’ which is one of the 
2 featured that were written by Robertson 
In song they ask the audience ‘‘where will 
you go. what will you do at the moment of

The play focuses on a typical American 


family. the Cartwells. with a mother. fa- 


ther. two children and a dog; a pair of 
honeymooners, residents of a nursing home 
and a group of factory workers. All are 
interrupted in the course of the day by Mr 
Relo who tells them to head to South Ber- 
wick 


The essence of the play, according to 
Palmer. is that it is “ludicrous” to believe 
such an evacuation plan would work. But it 
has to be looked at because it really could 
happen, she told THE TOWNSMAN 

We can all make fun of this,”’ said the 
drama teacher, ‘‘and of course it frightens 
us. (But) we are in a situation where the 
probability of the annihilation of the human 
race is a possibility.” 

The tear of nuclear war is not lost on the 
23 ninth graders either. Palmer said she 
isked one of her classes what they feared 
must and found 85 percent were worried 
about a nuclear holocaust 

If wasn't easy to find the civil defense 
pamphlet upon which the play is based 
either. A colleague of the authors, who is a 
member of the anti-nuclear Clamshell Alli 
ince group, brought ‘the relocation plan te 
Palmer said she and Hopkins 
ind Robertson nearly *‘fell off their chairs”’ 
reading the pamphlet and decided to write a 
play about it last spring. 

Hopkins explained his theory on why the 
document ts unavailable. It was created, he 
said, tor the evacuation of ‘essential’ peo- 
ple who need to survive in order to perpetu 
ile society

The workers join the Cartwell family, the 
voung lovers and the old folks at the depar- 
ture station for South Berwick where chaos 
prevails. Young Melissa Cartwell, played 
by Kris Moskos, is told that she cannot 
bring her dog. Ben, on the bus. Ben is 
plaved by Palmer's personable English 
sheep dog. In a well-sung solo Moskos 
pleads with the authorities to let her dog 
Stay, but to no avail 

The relocation pamphlet specifies that 
pets are to be left tied up in case of a 
nuclear attack, explained Palmer. The 
nursing home residents, too, have their 
difficulties as their nurse, Helen, played by 
Jahnna Boutin, has to have help finding 
them restrooms. The elderly characters 
featured Bonnie Amsterdam as Sadie, 
whos constant question, ‘“‘where’s my 
shawl. to no one in particular throughout 
the play was sure to get almost as many 
laughs as the now famous ‘‘Where’s the 
beet 

Casey Pant’s rendition of Fred, the elder 
ly man in the rocking chair, was also well 
done. And. Shawn Bruce's voice was heard 
above the group of elders. Bruce played 
Ethel 

As the cast is riding to South Berwick the 
play breaks for an intermission after which 
the lights come up on an early warning 
station, also Known as DEW, which stands 
lor defense early warning, somewhere near 
(‘anada. There the waystation personnel 
plaved by six Pike teachers, dressed in 
irmy duds are supposed to be monitoring 
incoming warheads. Instead they play a 
poker game that mimics a world war AS 
players. each assigned to be a different 

ountry. receive an ace in the card deal the 
other plavers shoot him or her dead with 
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imaginary guns. After a few rounds the last 
two countries left in the game are the 
Soviet Union and the United States. Each 
receives an ace in the same deal and they 
instantly vaporize each other. This led into 
the song called ‘Drivin’ Us Crazy,’ that 
asked’'Can you tell me—is there an expla 
nation. why do we stay here in all this 
desolation?” 

The youngsters giggled at their teachers 
as they sang and kicked their legs, some- 
times out of synch, throughout their song 
\s the song ends a bomb is fired off and at 
the control center lights start flashing wild- 
ly

Protecting the town’s water has been of

Staff planner Nancy Jeton said the ‘‘research and 
thought’ that went into the ‘81 plan are still useful 
today. particularly lengthy memoranda from plan- 
ning consultant Philip Herr and former town man- 
ager Jared S.A. Clark. ‘‘There’s no need for this 
planning board to reinvent the wheel,’’ Jeton said. 

Girdwood noted that the past issues of minimiz- 
ing population density and providing moderate-in- 
come housing are still with us today. But among the 
new issues that will have to be considered, he 
added, are controlling traffic and providing ad- 
equate water services for fire protection. 

The board also noted that in 1981, possible areas 
for multi-family development were chosen accord- 
ing to their proximity to the town’s three commer- 
cial districts (downtown, Shawsheen Square and 
Ballardvale center). 

Today, it might make more sense to establish 
those areas based on the availability of sewer 
service, Bradshaw said — especially since the 
planners seem to agree.that town sewer service is a 
must for every potential multi-family site 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade met with 
the board Tuesday to discuss the town’s master 
water and sewer plans, and the planning implica- 
tions of the new Riverina Road sewage pumping 
station. (The new station should be under construc- 
tion by late summer, he said.) 

Fifty percent of the town is sewered, and the 
master sewer plan calls for ‘‘ultimately’’ sewering 
the area from Lovejoy Road to slightly west of 
Route 125. Any sewer expansion must be completed 
according to the master plan, McQuade said — but 
Andover has ‘‘no long-range plan to expand the 
Sewer system now.” 

The existing Riverina Road station pumps 4.5 
million gallons per day under dry conditions, 14 to 


24-Lot Subdivision Approved 


\ 24-lot clustered subdivision in West 
Andover won the Planning Board's prelimi- 
nary approval this week, although some 
questions remain about how the permanent 
open space proposed for the site will be 
maintained 

The board Tuesday night voted unani 
mously (with Russ Moran absent) to ap- 
prove preliminary subdivision plans for 
Granli Estates, a 24-lot cluster proposed for 
a 35.2-acre site off Bellevue Road, abutting 
the Osgood Place development. Timothy 
Sullivan of Ted Sullivan Real Estate, 
Tewksbury, is the developer 

The planners voted their approval with 
several restrictions, chief among them 
They want to take a closer look at a pro 
posed homeowners’ association that would 
be responsible for maintaining open space 
on the site, particularly a pond, and they 
want the site’s green space to be accessible 
to visitors coming from adjoining green 
areas 

According to Sullivan's plans, drawn by 
engineers from Dana F.. Perkins Associates 
of Reading and Lowell, the house lots will 
be clustered around one long roadway end

15 million gallons per day of wet weather flow. The 
new station will have an 18 million gallon per day 
capacity, the DPW director said, an increase in 
capacity of five to six percent. ‘There's not much 
built in for expansion,’’ he explained. 

However, the station could be upgraded to handle 
more fiow in the future by installing pumps with a 
larger pumping capacity, he added; the station will 
be constructed to accomodate more powerful 
pumps. 


Turning to the master water plan, McQuade said 
95 to ¥8 percent of Andover is served by town water 
mains (the areas not served are beyond 
Wetherstield Drive to the east, and the end of 
Bailey and River roads to the west). 


There are no town plans to extend water service, 
he said. But developers have been extending water 
mains — to the town’s specifications and at their 
own expense —as they build subdivisions in parts of 
town without water service (most notably West 
Andover in the Bailey Road area), he noted. 

A $1.3 million town meeting appropriation to 
upgrade existing water mains will fund im- 
provements to ‘‘vital areas,’’ McQuade said: Elm 
Street near the North Andover line, Haverhill 
Street from Enmore Street to High Street, the 
Shawsheen Heights area, and the Gray Road/Salem 
Street area 

And the water treatment plant on Haggetts Pond 
will be enlarged, to increase its capacity from a 
current 11.5 million gallons per day to an ‘ultimate 
capacity of 24 million gallons per day. A peak 
demand of 18 to 20 million gallons is expected 

The DPW director assured the planners that 
there is ‘‘no question’ that Andover will have a 
more than adequate supply of high-quality water in 
the vears to come. Besides Haggetts Pond, the town 
can draw water from Fish Brook and has unlimited 
access to the Merrimack River, he explained 


ing in a cul-de-sac. Town water and septic 
systems will serve the development, which 
is not tar from Haggetts Pond off Lowell 
Street 

The board first reviewed the plans last 
month. They will next review a request for 
i special permit to cluster the devel- 
opment 

The planners’ next meeting is scheduled 
tor June 5, when they will meet in joint 
session with the Conservation Commission 
to discuss general policy on open space in 
subdivisions

And coming back to the subject of multiple-fami- 
ly housing: McQuade emphasized that all his esti- 
mations of the town’s sewer and water capacities 
are based on the current zoning and pepulation 
density 

That, Jeton indicated, might be one reason to 
plan condominium zoning that would not dramati- 
cally increase density. 

She also presented the planners with figures on 
how much vacant land is available for development 
in Andover. A 1980 analysis showed the potential for 
3.000 new house lots under current zoning (not 
including houses that could be built on existing 
streets as part of new subdivisions, or one-lot subdi- 
Visions. } 

An updated analyis shows that 2,500 lots could be 
developed today under current zoning. That is a 
‘very rough estimate,’ Jeton said, and one that 
does not take into account wetlands areas, which 
could restrict development. 

That figure could translate into 9,000 new resi- 
dents, Jeton said, for a total population projection 
of approximately 39,000
